THE WEEK IN CONGRESS. 


3 The Montana Senatorial Question to Be Con-

Wasuincron, March 30.—Under the direc- 
tion of the Edmunds committee, in charge of 
legislation, the order of business in the senate is 
reduced to alinost a certainty. The dependent 
pension bill is the unfinished business, and 
will be taken up for discussion tomorrow, un 
less it should be decided, meanwhile, to first 
finish consideration of the Florida judicial 
nomivations inexecutive session. After these 
two matters are disposed of, the Montana elec- 
tion case will be called up. A long debate ts 
anticipated on the reports in this case. Sena- 
tor Gray, who prepared the minority report, 
and his associates on the committee, Senators 
Vance, Turpie and Pugh, together with Sena- 
tors George and Coke, have given notice that 
they will speak in favor of Maginnis and 
Clark, the democratic claimants. Senator 
Hoar, chairman of the committee, will x, fe 
the debate in support of the resolution declar- 
ing Sanders and Power entitled to seats. 
Other speakers on the republican side have not 
yet declared themselves, except Senator 
Spooner. These three subjects, the committee 
on order of business believe, will fully occupy 
the entire time of the senate during the week, 
notwithstanding that, under the new order of 
things, beginning tomorrow, the senate will 
hereafter meet at 11 o’clock. 

Senator Reagan will speak -tomorrow upon 
the bills providing for the issue of treasury 
ne.es upon deposit of silver bullion for the 
fr e coinage of go!d and silver.

THE SOUTH’S NEW INDUSTRIES. 


Georgia Leads in Cotton Mills and Electric 
Light Works. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., March 30.—Reports 
compiled by the Tradesman of the new indus- 
tries established during the first three months 
of 1890, in Alabama, Arkansas, Florida, Geor- 
gia, Kentucky, Louisiana, Mississippi, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Tennessee, Texas, 
Virginia and West Virginia, show a total of 
$53 against a total of 691 for the same period 
in 1889. The Tradesman reports from all sec- 
tions of the southern states indicate greater ac- 
tivity in the planting of new industries in the 
south at present than at any other previous 
time in its history. The most notable feature 
in the report shows that sixty-four cotton and 
woolen mills were established during the three 
months against thirty-three in the correspond- 
ing quarter last year. Georgia ieads with four- 
teen, Alabama, North and South Carolina each 
nine, Texas cight. During the three months 
twenty electric Jight works were organized; 
Georgia leading with ten. Forty-three 
flour and grist mills, North Carolina and 
Virginia each leading with seven; the total 
during the same quarter last year was fifteen. 
Forty-three foundry and machine shops were 
organized, Tennessee leading with eleven and 
Alabama next with ten. Twenty-three blast 
furnace companies were organized, against 
gevehteen in the corresponding quarter last 
year; Alabama seven, Georgia six, Kentucky 
ten, Tennessee five, Texas and Virginia one 
each. Twenty-seven ice factories were organ- 
ized, against twenty-four in the same period 
last year. Forty-nine mining companies, 
twenty-one oil mills, seven potteries, eleven 
rolling companies; fifty street railway com- 
panies against seventeen in the corresponding 
period of last year; eighteen waterworks com- 
panies; 167 wood working establishments, 
against an aggregate of 130 in the correspond- 
ing period of last year. A noticeable feature 
is the fact that not a single natural gas or oil 


company has been reported in the past three 


months as organized in the south.

BISMARCK’S DEPARTURE 


Witnessed by the Greatest Crowd Ever Seen 
in Berlin. 


BERLIN, March 30.—The departure oy 
Prince Bismarck for Fredoricksruhe was the 
occasion of the greatest public ovation given 
in Berlin since the return of the victorious 
troops in 1871.. The only thing lacking was 
the official display of bunting. The sightof the 
crowd seemed fairly to take away the prince’s 
breath, and he appeared to be making a 
strong effort to repress his emotion. The _ in- 
terior of the railway salon was heaped with 
flowers. On the cushion lay the emperor’s 
tribute, a great wreath of yiolets encircling a 
laurel wreath with golden blossoms and 
red, white, and black ribbon attached. The 
empress sent a basket of elder flower blossoms 
and magnificent roses. 

Several times a great cry arose, ‘‘come back 
again,’’ which seemed to pain the prince. Then 
‘“Wacht on WRhine”’ was started and 
awakened the deepest emotion while 
just before the departure of the train 
‘Deutsch Land, Deutsch Land Uber Alles’’ 
was sang. The officials tried to exclude the 
public from the station, whereupon hundreds 
rushed to buy tickets for Spandau. 
Soon all the tickets were sold, 
then a raid was made on the next station, the 
fare to which is acrown. The prince was half 
pushed, half lifted from the platform. The 
police was utierly powerless to keep order. 


The Catalonian Workmen Striking. 

BARCELONA, March 30.—The strike move- 
ment isspreading. Throughout Catalonia, 
40,000 men Lave quit work, and itis expected 
that many more will soon join the strikers.

Thousands of people visited Bismarck 
today.

ADRIFT AT SEA, 


THE CITY OF PARIS DISABLED IN 
MID-OCEAN. 


THE PASSENGERS GREATLY EXCITED. 


A Friendly Vessel Appears in Time and 
Tows the Big Steamer Into 
Queenstown. 


QuEENSTOWN, March 30.—The Inman line 
steamer City of Paris, towed by the steamer 
Aldersgate,arrived at Queenstown at 4 o’clock 
this morning. The accident by which the 
City of Paris was disabled, occurred on Tues- 
day, and was caused by the breakage of the 
low pressure cylinder of the port engine, the 


flying pieces of metal forcing the bulkhead | 


and disabling the starboard engine. The pas- 


sengers became panic stricken when they found | 


the ship making water and that there was 
a possibility of the vessel foundering. The 
water which fiooded the engine compartment 
forced its way through the injection tubes, 
which, it is alleged, the engineer during his ex- 
citement, neglected to shut. The starboard en- 
gine wasshattered almost to pieces. The port 
engine rooms were filled with upward af 2,000 
tons of water. The port engine was entireiy 
useless. . 


WHEN THE DISASTER HAPPENED,” 

All went well until the twent;-fifth, when, 
at 5:30 p. m., while the steamer was going at 
full speed, the starboard engine suddenly col- 
lapsed and the low pressure cylinder broke, 
smashing the injection water pipe connections, 
bursting the iron bulkhead dividing the port 
and starboard engines. The metal flew around 
in all directions. A portion of the machinery 
smashed through the steamer’s double bottom. 
The water poured through the hole into the 
engine rooms, compelling the engineers and 
firemen to rush to the other deck 
for safety. Terrible consequences would 
ensued, but for the bravery of the second 
engineer, who, at the peril of his life, en- 
veloped, as he was in hissing steam, managed 
to shut off the steam, thus saying the 
machinery from total demolition, which would 
have happened had the engines continued 
working. He then escaped unhurt. The 
passengers were much excited, but the cap- 
tain and the officers succeeded in assuring 
them that there was no danger. The life 
boats were cleared in readiness for use, and 
the pumps kept working. The steamer 
drifted helplessly until the 26th instant, when 
the captain sent Chief Ofticer Passon and six 
men in a life boat to get into the track of the 
other line steamer, in the hope of being able 
to intercept the City of Chester or the 
Adriatic. The boat met the Adriatic, which 
declined to take the City of Paris in tow, The 
Aldersgate now hove in sight, and offered to 
tow the City of Paris. The offer was accepted. 
The Aldersgate is asmall steamer, unable to 
tow over four or five knots hontrly, 
and progress was slow until Satur- 
day, when the Ohio was _ sighted. 
She stood by until 3 p. m., when Fastnet was 
sighted. Two tugs were sent later. The 
water kept increasing in spite of the work of 
the pumps, the examination being made by 
divers. The accident occurred 216 miles west 
of Fastnet. te 

SRATEMENTS OF THE PASSENGERS. 


The statements by the passengers, which are 
similar to other accounts of the accident, are 
to the effect that there was a loud crash fol- 
lowed by the explosion. The ship quivered 
and the engine thumped. The vessel leaked 
rapidly from the hole in the bottnm. The 
officers calmed the excited passengers.’ The 
conduct of the crew was admirable. The 
weather was fine with no wind. During the 
sixty hours the steamer drifted, she kept show- 
ing distress signals, sending up rockets and 
burning flares On Friday morning the 
Adriatic was sighted. She offered to convey 
the passengers to New York, but the offer was 
declined. The Adriatic proceeded, and sent 
the Aldersgate to aid the City of Paris. 
Three tugs joined the disabled vessel 
and ——— her to Queenstown. The 
passengers held a meeting and returned thanks 
to Proyidence for their delivery. They also 
expressed appreciation of the exemplary con- 
duct of the captain and the crew, raised a sub- 
scription of 600 pounds for the Liverpool and 
New York mariner’s institute. 

THE CAPTAIN'S REPORT. 

The captain of the City of Paris has fur- 
nished to the company’s agent at Queenstown 
the following report of the accident: It must 
be considered a very meagre account of an oc- 
currence that has every appearance of being one 
of the most seriouson record. The report is 
dated ‘“‘from the City of Paris, March 29,’’ 
and is addressed to Cummins, and says: 

‘Tuesday, March 25th, 7:30 p. m.—When 
216 miles west of Fastnet, the starboard engine 
broke down from some unknown cause. The 
cylinder went to pieces, injuring the bulkhead 
aud breaking the injection and water pipe 
connections, allowing a considerable quantit 
of watertorun into both engine rooms an 
adjacent sections. No one on board injured.” 

THE NEWS IS SCANT. 

Cummins himself wentin a tug to meet 
the City of Paris which entered the harbor 
precisely at 4:50 p.m. A number of press 
agents who sought to go off to the steamer 
were refused admission. Indeed, throughout 
the whole matter scant courtesy has been 
shown them. When Cummins returned he was 
accompanied by three persons, evidently 
sengers, but none would give a w of 
information. The second tug went out and 
brought back neither mails or passengers. It 
was only on the arrival of the third tug, con- 
siderably later in the day, with a dozen pas 
sengers, that anything could be gleaned 
as to the nature of the  acci- 
dent. Special trains were kept 
in readiness here throughout the night with a 
large staff of railway hands. Early last eyen- 
ing, probably before the actual state of affairs 
on the steamer was known, the.intention of 
the agents was to land the mails and passen- 
gers who desired to go ashore, and have the 
steamer towed straight to Liverpool. 

As morning approached it leaked out that 
the steamer would be brought to Cork harbor 
and all the passengers and mails disembarked. 
The spore tes all — by 7 bd m., but “7 
stead of the greatest tc energy, it 
was well ies thea afieenson before the passen- 
gers and b egot away. The getting of 
authentic and detailed information is attended 
with the utmost difficulty, owing to the reti- 
cence of the company’s officials.

“Bill Scott, of Erie,” is again coming to the 
front.

CuatTTanooaa, Tenn., March 30.—The folk 
lowing, dated Memphis, has been received by 
the Times from John P. Richardson, the 
largest cotton planter in the south: 

I find from special telegrams no break 
in the levee at Friar’s point. Chief Enginees 
Dabney wires that there is no break in his dig 
trict, and none expected. His levees are in 
fine shape. A large force is strengt..ening 
and raising every suspicious place. Toa great 
extent the newspapers have been too sensa- 
tional. Iam sure the planters can and will 
provide for their labor. Their lands are use- 
less without labor. Wait until the planters 
call for aid. 

At the moment of an expected break there 
is confusion. I fear the newspapers will cause 
labor to do as they did in in 1882, wait for gov- 
ernment rations, and refuse to work when 
planting is further behind now than I ever 
knew it. Planters will call for aid when nec. 
essary, and then their calls should be re- 
sponded to promptly, and privately, and by the 
government. The breaks in the levee are bad, 
and causing a good deal of the country te 
be covered with water, but yet the planters 
will not appeal for aid. Otherwise la will 
be demoralized, and leave the planters in ag 
bad shape as if their lands were covered with 
water.

A DEAD LION. 


WORDS SPOKEN IN THE TABERNA- 
CLE PULPIT. 


Dr. T. DeWitt Talmage Rpeails From Eccle- 
siastes Upon “A Dead Lion,” and 
Creates a Sensation.

The service opened 
with the singing of the long metre doxology by 
the immense audience, Dr. Talmage’s sub-

Ezra. the builder, 
Job the poet, David the shepherd, Daniel the 
prime-minister, Amos the herdsman, Matthew 
the custom-house officer, Luke the doctor, 
Paul the scholar, John the exile; and yet a 
complete harmony from the middle verse of 
the Bible, which is the eighth verse of the one 
hundred and seventeenth psaim, both ways to 
the upper and lower lids, and from the short- 


the eleventh chapter of John, to the longest 
verse, Which is the ninth verse of the eighth 
rhapter of Esther, and yet notfan imperfection 
iy all the 773,693 words which itis composed 
of. It not only reaches over the past, 
but over thé future; hasin ita ferry-boat, as 
{n second Samuel; anda telegraphic wire, as 
In Job: and a railroad train, as in Nahum; and 
introduces us to a foundryman by the name of 
Tubal Cain, and a ship-builder by the name of 
Noah, and an architect by the name of Aho- 
liab, and tells us how many stables Solomon 
had to take care of his horses, and bow much 
he paid for those horses. But few things in 
this versatile and comprehensive book interest 
meso much as its apothegms, those short, 
terse, sententious, epigrammatic sayings, of 
which my text is one—‘A living dog is better 
than a dead lion.”’ 

Here the lion stands for nobility, and the 
dog for meanness. You must know that the 
dog mentioned in the text is not one of our 
American or European or Scottish dogs that, 
in our mind, is a synonym for the beautiful, 
the graceful, the affectionate, the sagacious, 
and the true. The St. Bernard dog is a hero, 
and if you doubt it, ask the snows of the Alps, 
out of which be picked the exhausted travel- 
Jer. The shepherd dog is a poem, and if you 
doubt it. ask the Highlands of Scotland. The 
Arctic dog is the reseue of explorers, and if 
you doubt it, ask Dr. Kane’s expedition. The 
watchdog is a living protection, and if you 
doubt it, ask ten thousand homesteads over 
whose safety he watched last night. But Sol- 
omon, the author of my text, lived in Jerusa- 
lem, and the dog he speaks of in the text was 
a dogin Jerusalem. Last December I passed 
days and nights within a stone’s 
throw of where Solomon wrote _ this 
text, and from what I saw of 
the canines of Jerusalem by day, and heard of 
them by night, I can understand the slight ap- 
preciation my text puts upon the dog of Pales- 
tine. Itis lean and snarly and disgusting, 
and afflicted with parasites, and takes revenge 
on the human race by filling the nights with 
clamor. All up and down the Bible, the most 
of which was written in Palestine or Syria, or 
contiguous lands, the dog is used in contempt- 
uous comparison. Hazael said. ‘‘Is thy ser- 
vant a dog that he should do this thing?’”’ In 
self-abnegation the Syro-Phonician woman 
said, ‘‘Even the dogs eat of thé crumbs which 
fall frem the Master’s table.’’ Paul says, in 
Philippians, ‘‘Beware of dogs ;” and St. John, 
ithout are dogs.’’ 

On the other hand the lion is healthy, strong, 
and loud-voiced, and atits roar the forests 
echo and the mountains tremble. Itis mar- 
velous for strength, and when its hide is re- 
moved the muscular compactness is something 
wonderful, and the knife of the disséctor 
bounds back from the tendons. By the clear- 
ing off of the forests of Palestine and the use 
of fire-arms, of which the lion is particularly 
afaid, they| have disappeared from places 
where once they ranged, but re were very 
bold in olden times. They attackedan army 
of Xerxes while marching through Macedonia. 
They were so numerous that one thousand 
lions were slain in forty years in the amphi- 
theater in Rome. The Barbary lion, the Cape 
jion, the Senegal lion, the rian lion, 
make up a most absorbing and exciting 
chapter in natural history. As most of the 
Bible was written in regions lion-haunted 
this creature appears in almost all parts of the 
Bible as a simile.§David understood its habits 
of night-prowling and day-slumbering, as 
is seenf@from his description: ‘The 
young lions roar after their prey and seek 
their meat from God. The sun ariseth, they 
= themselves together, and lay them 

own in their dens.’”” And again he cries out, 
**My soul is among lions.”’ oses knew them 
and said: ‘‘Judahis couched like a lion.’’ 
Samson knew them, for he took honey from 
the carcass of a slain lion. Solomon knew 
them and says, ‘‘The king’s wrath is as the 
roar of a lion,’’ and again, ‘‘The slothful man 
says, there is a lion in the way.’’ Isaiah knew 
them, and says in the millennium, ‘The lion 
shall eat straw like an ox.’”’ Ezekiel knew 
them and says, ‘‘The third was as the face of 
alion.’’ Paul knew them, and says: “I wag 
delivered out of the mouth of the lion.’’ Peter 
knew them, and says, ‘The deyilas a roar- 
ing lion walketh about.” St. John knew 
them, and says of Christ, ‘‘ Behold the lion of 
the tribe of Judah!”’ 9: 

Now, what does my text mean when it puts 
a living dog and a dead lion side by side, and 
says the former is better than the latter? It 
means that small faculties actively used are of 
more value than great faculties unemployed.

Justre of his personality, has not grown dim in 
the memory of the many who loved and ad- 
But as his position was gracious, 
as his werds were so full of the music of cheer, 


> as his mind was so prolific of good designs, and 


his heart so big with benevolent conceptions, 
We may not only honor his memory, 
but we may help ourselves to _ better 
efforts by considering what he was and 
what he did. Unlike many men in this 
land of opportunity, who have risen to great 
distinction, he found in his childhood and 
youth an eviriment favorable to the develop- 

ment of his rare native powers. Jt was not his 
fate to grapple with an evil star. He escaped 
onthe one hand the hardening, narrowing 
tendencies of poverty, and on the other, stil 

more perilous indulgences of wealth. His 
young life opened and grew to maturity under 
conditions which, for the nurture of his mental 
and moral constitution, could hardly have been 
better. His eyes opened in an intelligent, re- 
fined, God-fearing, Christian home. His 
father was a sturdy, earnest man, who had 
made the way for his son smoothe by his own 
devotion to it. He inculcated in the young 
mind that spirit of self reliance, that ambition 
for self-wrought independence, which are bet- 
ter than riches. He was inestimably blessed 
in that influence which, more than a father, 
moulds the young life and fixes its ideals. He 
had a Christian mother, one whose deepest 
anxiety and fondest hopes were, not that her 
son should be great, or famous, or rich, but 
that he should be good, and pure, and true. 
From his youth he was nurtured in the purest 
atmosphere of aChristianhome. Nature gave 
lim arich mental endowment, a poetical fancy, 
a quick perception, a rare degree of intellect- 
val vigor, and a buoyant, sunny, appreciative 
disposition. The development of his powers 
was rapid, and before tlle happy years of his 
childhood had vanished, those who looked 
upon him with cold judgment, as well as those 
who regarded him with partial affection, 
foresaw that large possibilities were within 
the grasp of his matured powers. At school, 
and subsequently both at the University of 
Georgia and the University of Virginia, he 
was atinenishee among his fellows, not by 
scholarship, but for more; an unmistakable 
evidence of intellectual strength, for striking 
originality of thought and charming facuity of 
impression, for his easy and apparently uncon- 
scious leadership of the opinions of others, for 
his sparkling wit, for his neverclouded cheer- 
fulness and for that combination of robust 
manfulness, with womanly tenderness, which 
gave to his character its most exquisite grace. 
Hie kept himself singularly safe from those 
dangers which beset men of his temperament 
in hot, lusty youth, and which, when risked 
even in slight. degrees, throw some shadow 
of uncertainty ACTOSS the face of 
the fairest future. So when _ precocity 
and ambition had brought him to the thres- 
hold of manhood’s duties, before he had at- 
tained its statutory years, the omens of his suc- 
sess Were many and bright. 

GRADY’S MANHOOD. 

Whither would he turn? His father had 
failen in fierce battle, while he was a child, 
and his mother’s confidence in him was so 
strong thatshe did not attempt to sway his 
choice oi a life-work. He did not long delib- 
erate, nor did he attempt any studied analysis 
of character or his predictions. It seems that 
haturaily, and as a matter of course, he took 
up the profession for which he was pre-emi- 
Nently qualitied. He was a_ born journalist. 
In the earliest of his writings for the press 
there are no marks of the novice. The lines 
flow smoothly, the fancies are unstrained, the 
Style is clear, vigorous and succinct; and the 
manner of conveying it, through the me- 
dium of the newspaper, in attractive and ef- 
fective fashion, came to him as if by 
intuition, and grew stronger and richer with 
opportunity and experience. it had in, his 
first efforts, a fluency and grace which able and 
learned men in his profession have sometimes 
labored in vain to acquire. He loved and 
honored his profession. He appreciated the 
immense power and the great responsibilities 
of the press. He realized that in this land, 
it appeals to a larger constituency than the 
pulpit, the school, or the forum, yea, larger 
than all these combined. He believed that it 
ix only powerful as a disseminator of informa- 
tion, as a propagator and destroyer of political 
creeds, as: a bulletin of the world’s daily 
history, but that it had a direct concern with 
the affairs and conduct of men. 
He saw in the newspaper an agency 
for the support of law and order, . for 
the suppression of crime, by directing 
and assailing its sources, for the elevation of 
society; for the suggestion and encouragement 
of public charities; for the development of 
both the moral and material wealth of the 
community, but the perception of the moral 
side of journalism he held in perfect consist- 
ency, with a k¢en appreciation of its possibili- 
Wies in other and less benevolent directions. 
No man knew better than he how to get the 


»+ Mews, and how to discuss it in the most at- 


tractive style. Few men could equal him in 
light. airy comment on the gossip of the hour, 
rin sharp, precise presentation of the leading 
issues of the day. In the discussion of politi- 
al questions he had a remarkable facuity of 
reaching the popular mind by apt illustration, 
by stripping the issue ofall superfiuous embod- 
iment, by exposing the falsehood or absurdity 
of his opponent’s position, by some sharp thrust 
atits point of especial weakness. He was a 
prince of paragraphers. His best editorial 
work was not in labored leaders. These he 
seldom wrote, and when, for some reason, he 
Overcome his aversion to lengthy editorial ar- 
fuments, he would usually supplement his 
main article by one or two brief expressions 
Which in a few pungent words condensed col- 
Umns of wit a argument. As a correspond- 
‘ent he has had few peers among the gifted men 
Who have told, in ¢ ng strain through the 
‘Columns of the press, their stories of events, 


travel, and legend. His mt ang ate 
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sketches of Dickens, not, indeed, by any smac 
of imitation, but by reason “f the on 
graphic rerrayet of men and 
scenes. @ power of giving one 
quaint expression, or one dellente , an 
effect more vivid than any long drawn descrip- 
tion could have produced. The disti ng 
characteristies of persons, or the striking feat- 
ures of scenery, he perceived, instantly, with 
the infallible eye of the true artist, and to the 
portrayal of these be subordinated unimpor- 
tant surroundings upon which a less masterful 
hand would have wasted infinite pains. 
Though work in his professional pursuits was 
exhilirating to him, and he was capable of an 
almost incredible amount of it, there was one 
species of journalistic effort which he did not 
like, which in fact, he veritably despised. It 
was personal controversy. Not that he feared 
his adversary, for when aroused, he could fling 
the button from his rapier and present as keen 
a point, and place it with as nimble and truea 
Stroke as the best of his assailants, in any 
sort of contest of wit, satire, or invective. 
He needed to ask no odds, but he hated 
quarrels. I do not believe thatin the whole 
of his journalistic career he ever provoked ohe, 
and I know that he many a time passed by in 

ood-natured indifference, or in silence to 

imself, what would have fired to angry re- 
sponse a less noble nature. He spoke of the 
quick and ready response he received from the 
public. Had Henry Grady confined himself 
strictly to journalism, he would have risen 
to immense heights. He ~ gage of his character, 
his love for Georgia and the country, and how 
he heralded the claims of his beloved state to 
the outside world. Hespoke of his gift of 
eloquence, and how he become the recognized 
exponent of southern opinion. He spoke of 
his address at Augusta, at Dallas, Texas, at 
the University of Virginia. He 
spoke of his attachment to . Salt 
Springs Chautauqua,and the Young Men’s 
Christian association, of his plea for the des- 
titute, the aged and the broken veterans of 
the confederacy, which resulted in the con- 
federate veterans’ home. The record of his 
labors may be written, but not the story of his 
manly deeds of mercy, tenderness and grace. 
He spoke of the touching incident when, see- 
ing among hardened criminals and brutal men 
a frail young girl in fetters. When he told 
the story he touched the heart of thousands. 
He did not stop there, but, going to the gov- 
ernor, carried a petition pressing the case. He 
procured the pardon. His recital of this in- 
cident brought the vast audience to tears. He 
spoke of his erudition. He closed by saying 
he was admired, feared and honored, but the 
ideals of his ambition and toil were unselfish, 
and when the end was near, he said: 

‘‘When the summons came to our Christian 
friend, I knew not howfgreat or how small the 
results of his life may have seemed to him, 
but Ido know that the many who had re- 
ceived his kindly ministrations, the 
whom he honored with zealous, heroic and 
self-forgetting service, thought of him as he 
fell to rest, as of one who might worthily say, 
‘I have f ought the good fight, I have kept 
the faith.’

He said each of 
these would increase the amounts if neces- 
sary. Other amounts were announced in rapid 
succession from different rsons present, 
until over $3,000 was meme within a few 
minutes. 

This raised the amount subscribed to over 
$60,000, and insures work to be commenced as 
soon as the preliminary arrangments can be 
effected. 

It had been agreed by the church that no 
subscriptions should be binding until $60,000 
should have been subscribed. Then work to 
be commenced as early as ible thereafter. 
It will be remembered that the first public 
collection was taken up three weeks ago. At 
that time the committee desired to raise $50,- 
000 of the amount. They exceeded that by a 
few dollars. 

At the close of the collection yesterday Dr. 
McDonald stated that he had never felt hap- 
pier in this church. ‘This $60,000, he said, 
was a beginning, and he was confident there 
would be no trouble in carrying the amount 
far beyond these figures. 

An active member of the committee was 
heard to remark that now the 
new building was an assured fact, it would be 
an easy matter to greatly increase the amount 
subscribed. He thought $100,000 could be 
secured. This statement does not appear un- 
reasonable of a congregation so well trained 
in systematic giving as to have contributed in 
their regular church work over $17,000 during 
last year. 

This church owns one of the prettiest sites 
in the city, and it may be safely predicted that 
they will soon have one of the most elegant 
churches to be found in the southern states. 

TVhe Vesper Services. 

Very interesting and instructive were the Chau- 
tauqua vesper services at Trinity yesterday after- 
noon. 

They were conducted by Rev. Dr. Gillett,assisted 
by Dr. Heidt, the pastor. First of all, however, 
was a timely introduction by Dr. Love, one of the 
leading and most enthusiastic Chautauqua 
workers in the state. 

The service is something like that of the 
Episcopal church, including responsive readings, 
the singing of hymns, prayer, and a lecture by Dr. 
Gillett. 

The distinguished lecturer devoted his attention 
mainly to an historical and explanatory review of 
the Chautauqua work. It was started in °78, and 
now the aggregate membership is not less than 


200,000, three-fourths of that number being in the 
United States. There are sixty Chautauqua 
assemblies in this country, two of that number 
being in Georgia—the one at Albany, which has 
just closed its session, and the Piedmont Chau- 
taugu at Salt Springs, with which latter assembly 
Atlanta is identified. 

“I have just come from a Chautauqua gather- 
ing,’”’ said Dr. Gillett, “held in the piney woods of 
Florida. I remember theday that assembly was 
founded six years ago—the most unauspicious be- 
ginning an assembly of thatsort ever had. There 
were then present about twenty-five Florida 
crackers. This year there were in daily’ attend- 
ance from 1,000 to 3,000 people. That Chautauqua 

caused to be heldin the south the first torest 
congress ever held south of the line; has secure 
the passage of forestry laws in nine southern 
states, and caused the general adoption of an 
‘arbor day.’ It has taught the farmers improved 
methods and practical chemistry, and helped 
them transform that once barren section into a 
garden spot. 

“So with each of the other Chautauquas—each is 
a center from which radiate constantly good and 
enlightening influences. 

“More than eighty per cent of the human race 
are out of school. The danger is that they 
work along in the same rut, getting deeper and 
deeper into it, until their view of the outside 
world is limited and they become narrow minded. 
The object of the Chautauqua has been to put 
knowledge in such a shape as to make it attrac- 
tive to ousiness men—to teach them the main 
principles of chemistry without burdening their 
minds with technical terms; and so with the 
other sciences. The result will be to lift upa 
man’s ideas, and give him a broader sweep of 
mental vision. It will give him an interest in the 
work of civilization and enlightenment. 

“Carrying out that idea, a course of study has 

been mapped, embracing all that is usually em- 
braced in a college course. There are six books 
to be studied the first year, in conjunction with 
the magazine printed by the society. A business 
man hasn’t the time to learn Greek and study 
Homer in the original—the next best thing is 
done, anda nearly perfect translation is put into 
his hands. It gives him ina little while a more 
accurate conception and truer 
tion of Homer than is 
the average college student, 
Greek. Then in’ astronomy, the principles 
of the science are taught in good, plain English ; 
the technical terms are left out, and a business 
man who never studied astronomy before can un- 
derstand readily without the aid of his unabridged 
dictionary. So with all the sciences. 

“Study of that sort is most profitably done in 
assemblies, where there can be a free, informal 
discussion, an interchange of ideas, each hel 
the other and contributing to the interest an 
thusiasm of the work”

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A Decade of Expansion. 

The past decade has been one of great 
prosperity in the United States, and it is in- 
teresting to inquire whether the financial 
policy of the government has anything to do 
with this good fortune, 

The report of the secretary of the treas- 
ary showed, on March Ist, 1878, a total cir- 
culation of $805,793,847. On the first of 
October, 1889, the total circulation was 
§1,405,018,000. Ina word, the circulating 
medium of the country was expanded .74 
per cent in something over eleven years, 
while the population increased 33 per cent. 
The character of the currency has also 
largely changed. A third of the national 
bank notes have gone out and there has been 
an immense addition of gold coin and gold 
and silver certificates to the circulation. 
Where we then had $82,000,000 of gold we 
now have $375,000,000, and $276,000,000 of 
silver certificates makes a new factor in the 
medium. Gold certificates, also, have in- 
creased from $44,000,000 to $116,000, 000. 

There is no doubt that this has loosened 
the bands of enterprise toa very great ex- 
tent, and the publication of these figures 
will no doubt be hailed as a triumph by 
those who believe in unlimited expansion; 
but the business of a country is a great and 
complex thing, depending not only upon the 
currency, but upon the relations of demand 
and supply, the expansion of markets, and 
the succession of good or bad crops, or other 
visitations of Providence upon the large in-’ 
terests which support and employ the popu- 
lation. 

It was the wisest man of his time 
who cautioned men against the supposition 
of too great simplicity in nature, and it isa 
wise man who does not undertake to refer 
all results to one hypothesis. It would be 
rash reasoning, and an egregious error to 
refer all the prosperity of the last decade to 
the expansion of the currency. Neverthe- 

Jess, it is significant that the prosperity ac- 
tually followed the expansion, and it goes to 
show that there had been too great contrac- 
tion before. One of the most difficult prob- 
lems of statesmen is to so adjust the circu- 
Jating medium of a country that it will con- 
form to the conditions and the needs of 
trade. It is apparent that the flow of money 
between this and foreign lands must seriously 
complicate the problem; but that is all sim-_ 
plified by an adjustment of the exports and 
imports, for so long gs we have a balance of 
trade in our favor, there need be no concern 
on account of our economic relations with 
the outside world. 

But when we undertake, like England, to 
pursue a world-wide policy, and do business 
with everybody, it becomes a question 
whether we are able to give the world more 
than it can give us. 

Undoubtedly, the whole world has more 
goods to offer than its most favored part; 
but the selling is necessarily limited by the 
purchasing power of those to whom the 
goods are offered. Therefore, there cannot 
continue a balance against one nation for- 
ever, for its credit will, after a while, be un- 
equal to the burden of debt which it owes to 
the world. A remarkable and distressing 
instance of this is to be found in New Zea- 
land, where immense sums of money were 
sent by England to build railroads and other’ 
public works. The balance of debt against 
the young country was piled up so high that 
it appears beyond the power of its products 
to pay, and the land is being desolated by 
the tax blight. A gentleman who came 
from that country to Atlanta relates that in 
one of the principal cities there are no ten- 
ants for the business property, and responsi- 
ble parties are offered the use of houses if 
- *hey will only keep them insured, 

Such are some of’ the problems we have 
to study in this country; and the chief -diffi- 
culty of the situation lies in the fact that a 
cloud of uncertainty darkens the Phole field 
of political economy. The investigations of 
late years are making people doubt the old 
maxims that come down to us from the days 
of Adam Smith, and we are left like the 
little boy who was given a slate and a prob: 
lem, but without an arithmetic. 

But, as we have often had occasion to re- 
‘ mark before, each generation appears to be 
equal to the solution of its- own problems. 
The old adage that the Almighty takes care 
of fools and the United States, might be 
more appropriately expressed by saying that 
‘Providence raises up, in’ each" géneration 
men equal to the emergencies of their time.

Sleeping Solons. 

The New York World claims that under a 
bill passed by the last Virginia legislature, 
prize fighting and gambling are legalized un- 
der certain conditions in every county of the 
old dominion, 

It seems that a bill incorporating the Vir- 
ginia Sporting and Athletic club was rushed 
through the legislature and signed by the 
governor without being ‘closely examined. 
The provisions of the bill authorize the club 
to “purchase 5,000 acres of land in each 
county, and it is asserted by that in its in- 
closed grounds bull-fights, chicken-fights, 
prize fights and gambling can be carried en 
without being interfered with by the officers 
of the law. ° 

The governor and the members of the 
legislature who have been interviewed say 
that the act was passed in the closing hours 
of the session, when the members were over- 
worked and tired. The impression at the 
time was that it contained no objectionable 
features. 

If the bill is all that is claimed for it, 
public opinion will prevent the club from 
doing anything that is outragegusly immoral 
or disorderly. After all, it is not statutes, 


immoral in public. The whole business is 
regulated by popular opinion. 


The Cotton Situation. 

According to the Financial Chronicle, the 
total receipts at New York of the cottor crop 
for the week ending Friday night were 41,065 
bales, against 38,547 bales the week before, 
and 54,735 bales the previous week, making 
the total receipts since the Ist of Sept@mber, 
1889, 5,570,370 bales, against 5,226,837 
bales for the same period of 1888-9, showing 
an increase of 343,533 bales. 

The reports indicate an increase in the 
cotton in sight of 143,432 bales, as compared 
With the same date of 1889, an increase of 
8,296 bales, as compared with the corres- 
ponding date of 1888, and a decrease of 
90,946 bales, as compared with 1887. 

The old interior stocks have decreased 
during the week 25,209 bales, and are 40,574 
bales less than at the same period last year. 
The receipts at the same towns have been 
4,540 bales less than the same week last 
year, and since September 1the receipts at 
all the towns are 43,458 bales more than 
for the same time in: 1888-89. 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, 1889, are 5,686,083 bales ; 
in 1888-89 they were 5,387,095 bales; and in 
1887-88 were 5,332,944 bales. The. receipts 
at the outports for the past week are 41,065 
bales, but the actual movement from the plan- 
tations was only 14,763 bales, the balance 
being taken from the stocks of the interior 
towns. Last year the receipts from the plan- 
tations were 31,578 bales, and for 1887 - they 
were 19,173 bales, 

Fully 100,000 acres of rich cotton land in 
the Mississippi valley have been overflowed, 
and later planting will be greatly retarded. 
The Chronicle says: 

The speculation in cotton for future delivery in 
this market was withont feature on’ Saturday, but 
on Monday declined sharply under a decline at 
Liverpool, increased receipts at the ports and 
great duincss, with some decline in spot cotton. 
On Tuesday, however, with port receipts again 
pretty full the market showed less depression, 
fluctuating within narrow limits; and on Wednes- 
day there was a decidedly buoyant opening, due 
to asmaller crop movement and the much larger 
spot business at Liverpool, which, with some spec- 
ulative manipulation, carried prices up ten points 
for this crop and six points for the next. Liver- 
pool disappointed our bulls on Thursday, being 
less active on the spot, and Bombay reported a 
movement much greater than last year, and under 
these influences there was an early decline, which, 
however, was nearly recovered in the last hour, 
when the increased activity in spot cotton at 
southern markets was reported. Today a weak 
opening under a report from Liverpool,which dis- 
appointed our bulbs, was followed by a recovery, 
most decided in the early months, due to the re- 
duced stocks reported from the interior towns of 
the south, and the greater strength of the spot 
market here. Cotton on the spot declined 1-16c 
on Monday and again on Tuesday, and remained 
very dull at the decline. Today there was an ad- 
vanee of 1-i6c., middling uplands closing at 
11 7-16., business, however, remaining almost at a 
standstill. 

The flood has prevented the collection of 
weather reports from the southwest.

The New North. 

Colonel Charles H. Taylor, of the Boston 
Globe, is a fair-minded journalist, and a: 
typical representative of the new north. 

Dr. Gregg’s remarkable sermon in favor 
of a new crusade against the south has 


nant protest, which is published’ in the Bos- 
ton Globe as a leading editorial. Itis a 
strong document, sensible and just, and’ 
showing a thorough acquaintance with the 
situation. The Boston editor squarely takes 
issue with the doctor, and asserts that ‘‘the 


} negro is not so well treated. in Boston or 


Massachusetts, or in the north generally, as 
he is in the south.’ In- Boston, ‘‘which 
professes to be the original, and still the 
chief, headquarters of the friends of the 
colored man, he is ostracised in a more ef- 
feetive manner than he is in the south. 
Fewer occupations are open to him, and he 
is not treated as well in many respects as he 
is in the south.’’ 

The Globe then goes on to say that in 
Boston, and every other town and city in 
the north, there are only three or four occu- 
pations open to the colored man. ‘‘He must 
be either a barber, a waiter, a janitor, or a 
porter.”’ There may be exceptional cases, 
but ‘“‘the white man in Boston does not ad- 
mit the negro to social equality.” Colonel 
Taylor says: 

Take the young colored man who is class ora- 
tor of Harvard this year, a graduate of the Boston 
Latin scliool, a young man of fine attainments, 
and mentally well fitted for the position to which 
he has been elected. Uniess he becomes a teacher 
or a preacher among his own race, what oceupa- 
tion is open to him in the city where he has been 
raised? Can he become a merchant, a physician, 
a lawyer, a banker, or even a mechanic? No. Will 
Harvard college make him one of its professors? 
No, certainly not. Here he can only enter one of 
the occupations which I have named and in which 
college education will not be worth two cents a 

n. 


Dr. Gregg is then called upon to answer 
some searching questions. How many col- 
ored sextons are there in the white churches? 
How would his church members like an as- 
sistant pastor, a colored’ man, to help in 
the parish work and visit them? How many 
business men in the doctor's congregation 
who delight to hear the south pounded for 
its treatment of the negro would be willing 
to take a colofed man into partnership, or 
hire one as aclerk? Here is another solid 
shot: he 

Mr. Grady made an address to about 400 repre- 
sentative men in Boston last December, What 
was the colored man doing on that occafion? Was 
he among the guests—the merchants, the bankers, 
the lawyers, or the physicians who listened to Mr. 
Grady and applauded him? No, be was waiting 
on the table. And nota colored man could have 
secured a ticket to that banquet. Mind, I am not 
blaming the managers of the feast; they simply 
represented public sentiment, and thtir acts 
showed how thoroughly they respected it. 

The Globe intimates that the negro has 
made no progress in Boston since emancipa- 
tion, and says that if the colored *people 
composed forty or fifty per cent of the popu- 
lation of the city, these men in the north 
who now practically ostracise the negro, 
would not be any more liberal in treating 
him politically than the men of the south. 

In conclusion, our Boston contemporary 
adyises Dr. Gregg, if he is in earnest, to let 
the south alone and begin his missionary 
work in Boston. 

These utterances, coming from one of the 
ablest of the northern journalists—one who 
has traveled in the south and studied our 
problems—cannot fail to have a good effect.

“It will be built, and in all probability this 
summer. 
either, nor a branch, but a part of one of the 
most important lines of road now. being 
projected in the state, It will. form a 
link of aroad to be built from Macon to- 
Elbcrton, the plans for which are—beginning 
at Macon the road will use the track of the 
Georgia road to Haddock’s Station, in Jones 
county: It will be built from:there through 
Eatonton to White Plains. The road now 
running from White Plains to Unien Point 
will bé made a part of the line, and it will be 
built thence to Elberton. I have it straight 
that alreatly coutractors are in the field be- 
tween Union Point and Elberton securing the 
right-of-way and viewing the country through 
which it will likely run. 

‘““At Elberton the line will tap the Georgia, 
Carolina and Northern, now being built, and 
also the Richmond and Danville over the El- 
berton Air-Liné: These tivo toads will be in 
competition for freights from the north and 
east. Over the Georgia, Carolina and North- 
ern freights will come froin Atlanta, the Geor- 
gia road coming in competition for them from 
that point via Union Point. At Macon the 
line will tap several railroad systems going to 
the sea and to the west.” 

Athens and Dahlonega. 

The Jackson Herald says: ‘“‘A movement 
is on foot to head off the. Tate, Dahlonega and 
Lula railroad by building a line from Athens 
direct to Blue Ridge by way of Jefferson, 
Gainesville and Dahlonega. The project con- 
templates a through line from Tampa, Fla., to 
Knoxville, Tenn., and an outlet to the great 
northeast. This wiil give a’ difference of 
ninety-six miles between Knoxville and 
Tampa. The line will embrace the Georgia 


Southern and Florida to Macon and the Cov- 
ington and Macon to Athens. 


From Athens 
to Biue Ridge the distance to be built is eighty 
miles—eightteen miles between Athens and 
Jefferson, twenty-six miles between Gaines- 
ville and Dahlonega, and Aaah? ong miles be- 
tween Dahlonega and Blue Ridge, where it 
will meet the line now béing built from IShox- 
ville to that point by the Marietta and North 
Geor ia road.

from Dahlonega to Athens, Athens will do 
her part; and Gainesville is at present consid> 
erabl agitated on the subject, because shé 
sees ee mountain trade being deflected by 
way of Lula.

“HIS LOTTERY PRIZE, 


If DOES NOT SEEM TO BRING 4A 


CHARM WiTH IT. 


Gid Man Edwards, Who Drew Fifteen Thou- 
sand Dollars, In Domestic Troubles— 
He Files Suit for Divorce. 


There were a trio of divorce suits filed in the 
clerk's office of the superior tourt Satnrday. 

One of them is more than ordinarily ister- 
esting. 

It is brought by Grant Finch Edwards 
against his wife, Mrs. M. R. Edwards, who 
was Mrs. M. R. Duncan at the time of her 
marriage to the plaintiff. 

Usually most any kind of a divorce proceed- 
ing is good reading. Ofien they are better 
when a husband-is‘the party seeking separa- 
tion. 

But this one is donbly entertaining, when 
taken in conneetion with circumstances which 
are already quite familiar to the reading 
public. 

“Colonel” Grant Finch Edwards is the same 
who drew a fifteen-thousand dollar prize out 
of the Louisiana state lottery six or eight 
months ago, and about whose good luck and 
various episodes some dozens of columns have 
been printed. 

His fifteen thousand dollars are doubtless in 
gone measure responsible for the divorce libel. 

The plaintiff recites that he married his wife 
on the Sd of May, 1857—thirty-three years ago. 
He says they lived happily together until the 
seventh day of this month, a daughter now 
grown up and married having blessed their 


wien. 


Further on in the libel it is al- 
leved, as a ground of action, that 
the defendant is addicted te strong drink, 
and thathe has done all thata loving and 
kind husband could do to make her leave it 
off, being a “faithful and loving and dutiful 
husband.” The defendant has done many 
other things, he says, to make his life unbear- 
able. and unpleasant, and he now finds it im- 
possible to hve with her, after having shared 
his lot with her for a third of a century. 
dwards adds in his bill that he is possessed 


‘of no property. 


{in connection with Edwards’s suit for divorce, 
the gist of an article printed in the Brunswick 
‘Times about three or four weeks ago, is inter- 
esting just now. 

From that it appears that 
teen thousand-doliar man had attracted 
attention in Brunswick. He had 
been on an extended spree there, says the Times, 
and was putting up at the big hotel. 

One morning he notified the clerk that his 
pockets had been robbed during the night of 
soine three hundred dollars, that he had found 
them turned inside out, with the money gone 
when he got up. Edwards asked that a de- 
tective be employed to catch the thief, and 
was inclined to the belief that the hotel should 
anake good his loss. 

Soon after Edwards left the clerk’s desk, his 
wife approached and remarked that any un- 
easiness on account of her husband’s loss was 
useless, asshe was the thief, and had pocketed 
the -money -to end his _ spree. She 
footed the bills. and left at once 
for her home in Atlanta, where Edwards fol- 
lowed next day. 

This happened just a short time previous to 
the time of the sessation of harmony and hap- 
piness in the Edwards honsehoid, as the plain- 
tiff alleges, and is no doubt the beginning of 
that which ended in the filing of the libel for 
divorce yesterday. 

“Colonel” Edwards gave up his job of fire- 
ing several months ago, and is now one of the 
familiar curbstone philosophers. 

Here are the other two divorce suits: 

Maggie S. Sellers wants to be totally di- 
vorced from William M. Sellers, on the ground 
of adultery. She recites that she 
was married in May, 1886, and 
lived with her husband until Janury Ist, 1887, 
and that one child, a boy three years old, is 
the fruit of the marriage. 

Ella Walker seeks divorce from Anthony 
Walker after a married life of just one month, 
because of abuse and desertion by the defend- 
ant husband.
